J. J. Spalding and George Westmoreland 
to represent the defendants, but there 
was no one there to prosecute. not an 
officer, not a lawyer, not a witness, and the 
prisoners were absent. : 

Mr. Westmoreland moved that the war- 
rants be dismissed. as there was no prose- 
cution, and Judge Foute said he would 
wait a few minutes until he communicated 
with City Attorney Anderson. 

The communication was some fifteen min- 
utes coming, and then the city attorney 
said the grand jury had indicted the three 
prisoners, and it was fot necessary to 
hold any preliminary investigation on 
the warrants. 

Mr. Westmoreland moved again for the 
warrants to be dismissed, and this time his 
motion was granted, and the warrants 
were marked, “‘Withdrawn’”’ and were pig- 
eon-holed.. : 

More Links in the Chain. 


Now that Steinau, O’Quinn and Simon 
have been indicted for the murder of Po- 
liceman Ponder. little. by little new evi- 
dence is being found which makes the links 
in the chain with which the detectives 
expect to prove that oue of the three men 
fired the fatal shot and the other two knew 
all about it. 

On the night of the murder O’Quinn and 
Simon were arrested about 9 o'clock, whicn 
was about three hours after the killing. 
Then the question arose, ‘Where is 
Steinau?’’ Inquiries were made for him, but 
he could not be located, There was not a 
person among the big crowd who remem- 
bered having seen Steinau that night; cer- 
tainly he had not been about the scene 
of the crime. This was commented on ac 
the time as being strarge.

RIFLES FOR CARLISTS FOUND. 


Police Seize 300 Guns on a Boat at 
Bercelona. 

Barcelona, Spain, November 12.—The po- 
lice have seized 300 rifles, intended for the 
Carlists. These were found on board the 
ship St. Phillippe, which took shelter here 
under stress of weather. 

The vessel came from Antwerp and it 
was intended to unload her on the coast of 
Valencia. 


CREW WILL BE PARDONED SOON. 


Competitor Prisoners Will Be Included 
in General Amnesty. 

Havana, November 12.—Dispatches re- 
ceived here from Madrid confirm the prev- 
ious reports to the effect that the prisoners 
captured on board the American schooner 
Competitor, in April, 1896, will be includ<«d 
in the general amnesty decree soon to be 
issued. 

The second trial by court martial of the 
Competitor’s crew was to have begun on 
Monday last, but was postponed on account 
of the sickness of the president of the 
court. 


Press Approves Pardon. 


Madrid, November 12.—The press gene- 
rally approves the decreas pardoning exiles 
from Cuba and Porto Rico. All foreigners 
will be handed .over to the case of the con- 
suls of their respective governments.

Immigrants Are Prevented from Try- 
ing To Reach New Orleans. 
Rome, November 12.—Popolo Romano an- 
nounces that the Marquis DI Rudini, prem- 
jer and minister of the interior, has issued 
instructions to the prefects of police to 
prevent emigrants sailing to New Orleans.

Viceroy of India Will Demand an In- 
vestigation at Once. 
’ Simla, November 12.—The viceroy of In- 


» diu, the earl of Elgin, has ordered a court 


of inquiry to  ftnvestigate the disastrous 
reconnaiasance of the British force under 
General Westmacotte, which on Wednes- 
day last reached the summit of the Saran 
Sar mountain with little resistance ana 
afterwards retreated, closely pursued by 
the enemy, with the loss of about fifty 
killed and wounded, the British rear guard 
only being saved by the excellent dispos:- 
tion made’of the troops by the command- 
ing officer. ;

wounded of the regiment during the retreat 
from the Saran Sar mountain. This sur- 
vivor says that when the lieutenant found 
himself isolatea he dispatched him for aid, 
as the small party was hampered by the 
woundcd and would not desert them.

M nnesota Lawyer Commits Suicide in 
New York Hotel. 


HE WRITES TO HIS BROTHER 


Said He Had a Desire To Know What 
Came After Life. 


WAS OF A ~ PROMINENT = FAMILY 


‘Friends Are of the Opinion That His 
Mind Was Unbalanced and 
Causei the Act.

New York, November 12.—John C. Bullitt, 
Jr.. of Duluth, Minn. was found 
dead today in a room at the 
Central Railroad hotel, on Liberty street, 
this city, which he engaged on the pre- 
vious night, having registered as from 
Duluth, Minn. The man had apparentiy 
committed suicide, as a bottle containing 
hydro-chloric acid, cyanide of putassium 
and nitric acid, were found on a table near 
the bed upon which the corpse lay. 

A letter found in the apartment addressed 
to Joshua F. Bullitt, Jr., Big Stone Gap, 
Wise county, Virginia, read as follows: 


‘“Thursday—Dear Josh: I have decided to 
end it all. I wish that you and Jim will 
‘induce father and mother to so make their 
wills as to secure my wife and daughter 
my one-third share of the'r estate. 
ask that every paper, memorandum, etc., 
that I leave behind me be destroyed with- 
out previously being read. For my faults 
I ask only the charity of silence. If 1 
possessed any virtues, let them live in 
memory. You will, I know, be interested 
in knowing how a person feels who is about 
to step into the unknown world. Hence I 
will tell you what my feelings are. J won- 
der, I doubt, I hope, but over all the won- 
der and ‘the doubt, and the hope, a feeling 
of intense curiosity prevails. What is the 
future? I believe I know: but it is only a 
belief. 1 am very curious to verify it. 
The feeling of fear is absent. I am go‘ng 
from here to the Eden Musee to play chess 
with the automaton. This fact illustrates 
my mental condition, perhaps better than a 
volume of my writing would. Death scems 
to me to be merely an event of no more 
importance, say, than breakfast. I love 
life, and hate to leave [t, but the summons 
has been aerved, and Reus answer.

He said that he did not intend to outline 
the future policy of the order under his 
administration for several days yet. He ex- 
pressed the highest admiration for his pre- 
decessor, saying that he thought him one 
of the greatest exponents of the age of the 
prime idea represented by the Knights, of 
Labor.

All the business transacted at today's 
meeting went through itn the most amicable 
manner possible. There was not the slight- 
est hitch, and perfect brotherhood preva!l- 
ed.

The afternoon ses- 
sion was principally taken up with the de- 
livery of Mr. Sovereign's annual address, 
which was listened to by the delegates with 
the greatest interest and greeted with en- 
thusiasm. 

Mr. Soveretgn prefaced his address with 


the statement that the opening of this reg- 


ular session of the general assembly pre- 
sents to the world the “same undismayed 
membership through whose fortitude and 
Courage the spirit of progress combats

He then dwelt briefly on the triumph of 
the principles of:the order, saying that it 
had survived the crimes of its traitors, and 
prospered in spite of the contumely of its 
enemies.

and unorganized fields. The work of 
wholesale reform [n the labor fleld, he ecnn- 
tended, is retarded through the coercion 


’ and corruption of the poor by the holders 


of idle capital, who dominate the press and 
debauch the politics of the country, while 
the courts apply the arrogant lash of des 
potism in the form-of injunctions against 
the freedom of speech and peaceable as- 


semblage of the poor. 

‘‘The St. Louls conference,’”’ he said, ‘““was 
a united labor protest against the most 
flagrant outrages ever committed against 
civil liberty in this country. It was the vox 
populi ef ah outraged nation thundering 
aga nst the pomp and arrogance of returning 
despotism and since that time free speech 
has not been suppressed by court injunc- 
tions.”’ 

Mr. Sovereign then took as his theme the 
great miners’ strike, in which, he said, the 
knights had a large membership directly 


invoived. He said in part: 
‘That t struggle was a test between 
underpaid, half starved labor and arrogant, 
y coal barons.

Philadelphia, November 12.—The National 
Baseball League magnates got down to 
work today after having devoted a couple 
of days to wholly social pleasures and 
sight-seeing and incidentally to figuring 
on players. Only one session of the annual 
meeting was held, however. This session 
lasted from 1:30 to 6 o’clock and adjourn- 
ment was then taken until tommorrow morn- 
ing. It is expected that the meeting will 
be concluded tomorrow. One of the impor- 
tant results of today’s meeting was the 
abolishment of the Temple cup series of 
post-season games, which have been. play- 
ed between the clubs ending first and 
second the last four seasons. 

The resolution providing for the abandon- 


i ment of the Temple cup games and which 


' 


was unanimously adopted was the one 
which wus offered at last year’s annual 
meeting by James A. Hart, of Chicago, and 
then defeated with the vote of only Mr. 
Hart in its favor. 

The resolution probibits exhibition games 
at any time between National League 
clubs and declares that the league shail 
in no manner authorize or lend its support 
to any game or games between the clubs 
of its membership except those provided 
for in the regular adopted schedule. 

The only opposition manifested to the 
adoption of the resolution was on the part 
of Mr. Freedman, of New York. The New 
York magnate felt convinced that his team 
would next season finish close to the top 
and for the benefit of his players he want- 
ed the Temple cup series: to be continued. 
To make iis adoption unan!mous, he voted 
with the rést in its favor, but remarked 
that he would set aside a fund of $5,000 or 
more to be presented to his men should 
they finish at the top in the seasen of 1898. 

A committee consisting of Messrs. Young. 
Byrne and Watkins was appointed to com- 
municate with Mr. Temple, of Pittsburg, 
the donor of the prize, to ascertain his de- 
sire as to the disposition of the cup. 

The proposition from the minor leagues, 
which modifies the rules relating to the 
drafting of players, and which was favor- 
ably recommended by the national board 
of arbitration was adopted. It provides that 
no player in the .Mastern, Western or At- 
lantic league shall be drafted by the major 
league until he shall have been two years 
with the minor league ciub, and that no 
more than two players can be drafted from 
any club of these leagues. 

The present national board of arbitration, 
consisting of Messrs. Young, Robison, 
Soden, Byrne, Hart and Brush, was re- 
elected and the board of directors, which 
is chosen by lot, will consist of Messrs. Von 
der Horst, of Baltimore; Reach, of Philadel-’ 
phia; Earle Wagner, of Washington; Pul- 
liam, of Louisville; Von Der Ahe, of St. 
Louls, and Watkins, of Pittsburg.

A few minutes later two men came out 
of the place, and one of them, a small 
man, passed us, and Ponder pointed to 
him and gaid: “There is one of those men 
now who has been carrying the bundles out 
of that store;’ and when I sew O’Quinn 
on the night of his arrest I at once reccg- 
nized him as the perecn Ponder had point- 
ed out.” 

On Monday morring O’Quinn and Simon 
were seen six or seven times driving to 
the southern part of the city, and they 
vent out Pulliam street. They drove fast, 
and when the buggy was coming into the 
city it was uncovered, and when it went 
out it was covered. All this was noticed 
by a contractor who was at work on a 
building, and his evidence will make a 
strong link in the chain. 

Receiver’s Chase for Goods. 

Temporary Receiver R. B. Blackburn has 
been chasing I'quor and cigars for the 
past three or four days and he has hardly 
taken t.me for sleep and food. After an 
officer was murdered in the store of which 
he had been made receiver, it did not take 
him long to discover that when Steinau 
failed he had things arranged so as to 
leave only the bag for any receiver to hold. 
Steinau’s imposing array of barrels and 
boxes were quickly found to be shams and 
the receiver ascertained that a great deal 
of the goods had been sp.rited away. 

At the same time the officers were con- 
vineed that the looting of the store and 
the murder of Policeman Ponder were dif- 
ferent chapters of the same story, and they 
joined the receiver in his efforts to locate 
the whisky and cigars which had taken 
flight when failure stared their erstwhile 
awner in the face. | 

It was not an easy matter to find the 
goods, but the rece!ver went to work and 
with the ass.gtance of officers he found 
whisky in two drug stores and one of the 
druggists was made party defendant to 
the receiver’s bill. 

A lot of the“whisky wag discovered in 
the saloon of Ernest Naylor, on Marietta 
street, and he stated that he had bought 
the goods at a genuine sale from Steinau. 
There were also found some of Steinau’s 
cigars at Naylor’s, which he was told be 
could have. 

A saioon man named Sprayberry was 
suspected of having some of  Steinau’s 
goods and the receiver has been looking 
into this branch of the case, 

Nearly 15,000 cigars were found at 
O’Quinn’s house and they are now in the 
possession of the receiver. 

A Big Haul Yesterday. 

But the biggest find was doubtless made 
yesterday morning. At daybreak Receiver 
Blackburn left the city with an  officetr 
and drove twelve miles into the country. 
When they returned to the city about 1 
o’clock it was evident that they had made 
a big haul.

Superior Court Disposes of Several 


Charges of Murder. 


WILLIAM SMITH FOUND GUILTY 


George Gill Went to a Baptist Asso- 
ciation at Antioch. 


EIS PISTOL WAS ENTIRELY TOO FREE 


Mitchell Ogletree Killed Miles Sledge 
Near Chipley—Not a Single Ac- 
quittal So Far. 


LaGrange, Ga.. November 12.—(Special.)— 
The superior court has before it this week 
several important cases. 

William Smith has been found guilty of 
the murder of Brewer Winchester on Octo- 
ber 17th of this year. The crime was com- 
mitted in the public road in the presence of 
several witnesses. Winchester wished to 
take a little boy, Smith’s nephew and Win- 
cnester’s stepson, from Smith and carry 
him home. Smith objected, and when Win- 
cnester endeavored to take hold of the 
boy Smith struck him with a piece of plank, 
crusning in the front of his head and knock- 
ing him to the ground. Wh le lying there 
Smith struck him k of tne head and 
broke in his skull. Winchester was struck 
about an hour before night and died about 
half-past 8 o'clock. 

The defense ciaimed that Winchester put 
his hand in his pocket as if to draw a 
weapon, and then Smith struck him. There 
was very iittle quarreling between the ne- 
groes and those present did not even at- 
tempt to separate them. The jury was out 
about an hour. 


George Gill Is Convicted. 


The second case in which a conviction 
Was reached was that againgt George Gill. 
The scene of the murder was at a Bapt-st 
convention held at Antioch on October Ath 
of this year. George Gill was drinking, 
and, with a pistol flourishing, was acting 
the bully over all the negroes who came 
near and compelling them to ae more 
whisky and give to him. George Bridges. 
the deceased, came up and when ordered 
to buy some whisky refused, saying that 
he needed his money for his fam:ly. On 
this Gill shot Bridges, who fell at his feet, 
and Gill ran off. Bridges lived unt! about 
T o'clock the next morning, having been 
shot about 1 tn the day. The evidence was 
very clear and conclusive in this case, and 
the jury remained out only a few minutes, 
bringing in a verdict of guilty with no 
recommendation for mercy. 

Other Business on Hand. 

The case now being tried is that of Mitch- 
ell Ogletree, who killed Miles Sledge in a 
gambiing scrape near Chipley. Sledge was 
threatening Ogletree and had his pistol 
pointed at him and was endeavoring to 
shoot when Ogictree fired and Killed him. 
It 1s believed that he will be acquitted. 
There has not been an acquittal during 
this court. 

One other murmler case will be tried this 
term, that of the state against Holley 
imery, who killed Jim Veal near Antioch 
last month. The parties in all four of 
these cases aro negroes.

Sale of the St. Mary’s. 

Valdosta, Ga., November 12.—(Spectal.)— 
The sale of the St. Mary’s railroad, run- 
ning from Crawford, Fia., to f£ort Moniac, 
in this state, was confirmed today. ‘Ihe 
road belongs to the Georgia and Florida 
Round Timber Company, of this city, and 
was sold to G. 8S. Baxter & Co., of New 
York. The Baxter company has large tim- 
bered interests between here and Jackson- 
Ville and they have built a road running 
from Haylow, on the Dupont and Tampa 
branch of the Plant system, to near the 
Suwanee river. The road is twenty-five 
m.les iong. The St: Mary's road is about 
twenty-two miles long and makes alniost 
au air line toward Jacksonviile. ‘Ihe Bax- 
ter company secured an option on the 
property sixty days ©, and closed the 
trade by wire today. The amount involved 
in the purchase is said to be about $70,000, 
or $3, a mile. The Baxter company has 
three hundred hands at work on a road 
to connect thefts with the St. Mary’s. The 
route has been surveyed from Crawford 
to Jacksonvilie and will be completed at 
once. From here to Haylow, a distance 
of twenty-five miles, is to be built alse, 
and there is talk of running the line on to 
Alvany and Cofumbus.

“Okuma wag foreign minister of Japan 
when the present emperor, or, as We call | 
him, the Mikado, first assumed the throne 
of the flowery kingdom some tweniy-four 
years ago. At that time Count Okuma vis- 
ited the various European cities. He spent 
much time in London, Paris and Berlin. 
He went to study three questlons—finance, 
naval warfare and military equipment. He 
it was who adopted the uniform, equ pment 
and tactics of the French army in Japan. 
He it was who first ordered modern ertisers 
built in Great Britain for the Japanese 
navy. He it was who established the sirgle 
60ld standard of finance in Japan. 

“Okuma inaugurated the movement which 
Gave to Japan an army which, when it had 
the opportunity, proved itseif tu be one of 
the finest fighting machines the world has 
€ver krown. 

“He inaugurated the navy which. though 
smali, drove the great Chinese ironclads 
from the open sea into the harbor of Wei- 
Ha.-Wei and destroyed them: 

“His army and navy ventures, adopted 
from the western ideas, proved eminentiy 
Successful. But his adcption of the western 
idea of finance was a failure. 

“Upon his return to Japan he adopted 
the western idea of finance. He placed 
Japan upon the single goid standard. For 

two years and six months Japan attempted 
the sing:e goid standard of finance. At the 
end of that time, at Count Okuma’s own 
Suggestion, Japan adopied bimetail:sm. it 
€eventualiy Went to tne silver standard. 
Goid went to a premium in Japan. 

“ "The fact that goid went to a premium 
in this country,’ said Count Okuma to me 
two years ago, ‘has been the cause of 
Japan’s greai prosperity. I[t caused our 
people to cease buying imported articles 
because of the very high price they went 
to, regulated by our standard of money, 
and forced us to begin manufacturing in 
this country. See where we are today in 
Osaka alone. We now have thiriy-six cot- 
ton factories in that city. We are making 
machinery and indeed aimvust everything | 
Manufactured in any other part of the 
world. We are mzking them cheaper. We 
do not claim to be a manufacturing coun- 
try equal to England, Germany or the 
United States, but within ten years we will 
rank with any country on the face of the 
globe. Yet we have nad but twenty years 
of what you westerners term civilization 
in this country.’ 

“At the time I had this talk with Count 
Okuma, the war between China and Japan 

had just oldea. Japan, when sued by 
China for peace. had made money demands 
upon that country. Count Ito, then foreign 
Minister of Japan, had demanded of Li 
Hung Chang, the viceroy of China, the 
Payment of one hundred million taels war 
indemnity and cession of certain lands in 
China, the vastly productive island of For- 
inosa and the Liotung peninsula, including 
the fortress of Port arthur and the greut 
forts of Wei-Hai-Wei, on the opposite side 
from Port Arthur, of the chanel leading 
to the Tien Tsin entrance by river to Pe- 
king, spe great eapital of China. Li Hung 
Chang had objected to the cession of either 
Wei-Hai-Wei or Port Arthupr. 

“But Ito had been firm, and had de- 
manded of li Hung Chang to either cede 
this territory or else the Japanese army 
would march upon Peking and take it. Li 
Hung Chang, after a conference of ten 
days, agreed to the terms of peace. Then 
it was that the Russian government inter- 
weeded. and through its minister in Japan 
issued an ultimatum to Count Ito announc- 
ing that Russia wouid not consent that 
China cede the Liotung peninsular to Ja- 
pan. Count Ito feared war with Russia, 
and withdrew the demand for the Liotung 
peninsular, including Port Arthur. This 
withdrawal on the part of Ito created much 
indignation among the Japanese people 
and caused an uprising among the [Ito 
ministry. Count Ckuma was the leader in 
the movement. He announced ta me on 
the day of the memorial interview I had 
with him, with great enthusiasm, that Ito 
must resign, or else he would be assass!- | 
nated. 

“‘Tf he refuses to resign, I would en- 
courage his assassination,’ said Count Oku- 
ma. ‘Far better would it be for Japan to 
suffer defeat in naval warfare than to ex- 
hibit cowardice.’ 

“Tt was a few months after this that the 
Ito ministry was forced to resign, and 
Count Okuma, by virtue of his great abil- 
ity and popularity with the people, was 
made minister of foreign affairs. 

“Okuma, as said above, had been minis- 
ter of foreign affairs once before. He had 

ne contrary in his administration to one 
of the political parties in Japan. It was 
the old Ito party which was then in the 

nority. This party had sworn vengeance 
pon him because of his power. Okuma 
ought them and won. Then it was that 
hey resorted to the usual Japanese cus- 
tom of politics, of assassinatior. One 
bright morning, as Okuma was leaving the 
foreign office, a bomb was thrown into his 
Rien int and the brave man was blown

Husband and Wife Mest and Sign 
Agreement. 


DO NOT SPEAK TO EACH OTHER 


Terms of the Compact Are Not Given 
Out to the Public. 


STUART FORD PAYS THE DST 


Mrs. Ford Reserves the Right To Sue 
for Divorce Out of the State 
of Virginia. 


Norfolk, Va., November 12.—(Special.)— 
The famous suit of Ford against Ford, 
which promised to be the most sensational 
in the history of divorce proceedings in 
th's state, has been dismissed from the | 
docket of the court of law and equity of the | 
c'ty of Richmond, and the affair has been 
settled to the mutual satisfaction cf both 
parties. A document agreeing to a sepa- 
ration has been duly signed. This docu- 
ment “is in effect equivalent to a Hmited 
divorcee legally known as a “divorce a |! 
mensa et thoro.” It can hardly be termed 
a deed o/ separation, though its operation | 
is practically the same. It is more properly | 
a mutual agreement, a private understand- 
ing, signed in the presence of witnesses. 

While the terms of the agreement ere 
kept secret, it is stated the essential point 
is that both parties agree to the withdrawal 
of the suit. 

There is a private agreement between the 
parties adjusting all the claims on account 
of alimony and dower and all the interests 
which Mrs. Ford has as the wife of Stuart 
Ford, and might have In the contiugeat 
interest of the Stuart Ford estate upon a 
fair bas's. Mrs. Ford will eventually ten- 
efit by this agreement 

The plaintiff, Stuart Ford, agrees to psy 
all the costs attached io the suit and Mra 
Ford reserves the right to apply for a 
divorce whenever she chooses !n any state 
of the union but Virginia, 

This agreement was signed in General 
Allan’s office. The parties met there at 
10 o'clock this morning. Mrs. Ford, Mr. 
Ford, General Allan, Judge Waddill, Frank 
Anderson and P. J. Morris, the two latter 
representing Mrs. Ford. 

Tie consultation lasted three houra. In 
the whole of that time neither Mrs. Ford 
nor her husband spoke to each other. There 
was, however, no display of temper and 
all arrangements were made amicably, 
both sides being anxious to end the di- 
vorce proceedings out of court.

Shipbuilder Cramp at Head of a Big 
Navigation Corporation. 

New York, November 1l.—The States 
Steamship Company has been formed un- 
der the laws of New Jersey with a capital 
of $7,000,000, and with Charles H. Cramp, 
president of the Cramp Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, as its president. 

The new company has completed arrange- 
ments by which it acquires from the Inter- 
rational Navigation Company the five 
stxamers, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Indiana, I’lj- 
nois and Conemaugh, and others will soon 
be added to the fleet.

~ BOLIVIA RUMORED 


Reports of Combination of Chill, Pera 


and Argentine Cause Talk. 
IT 1S. PRONOUNCED BASELESS 


Diplomat Who Should Know Says No 
Such Plan Is Contemplated. 


BOUNDARY QUESTION IS NOW PENBING 


It Is Argued That This Will Be 
Peacefully Settled and Bolivia 
Will Get Her Seaport. 


Washington, November 12—Cabled re 
ports from Valparaiso of the existence of 
a plan for a dreibund of Chile, Peru and 
Argentine, with the purpose of seizing and 
dividing Bol.via, attracted considerable 
attention in diplomatic circles here today, 
but those who are well informed concern- 
ing South American affairs are inclined to 
question them, , 

One of the diplomats who should know, 
if any such scheme were in contemplation. 
pronounced as baseless the idea of an alli- 
ance between Chile, Peru and Argentine 
for the division of the terrttory of Bolivia. 

Argentine, it is pointed out, has absolutely 
nothing at stake in the pending difficulties 
between Peru, Bolivia and Chile over the 
boundary lines, and, so far as known here, 
there never has been a suggestion for the 
absorption of Bolivia by Chile and Peru. 

The pending negotiations between these 
three latter countries for the definite loca- 
tion of their boundary lines grew out of 
the old war between Peru’and Bolivia on 
the one hand and Chile on the other. By 
the treaty of Ancon in 1883, the Peruvian 
previnces of Tacna and Arica, containing 
the rich nitrate beds, which Chile hao 
obtained possiession of, were to remain 
in the hands of Chile until 18%, when the 
question of permanent ownership as be 
tween Chile and Peru were to be decided 
by popular vote. In case the provinces 
should give their vote to Peru, the latter 
country was to compensate Chile for thetr 
loss with 100,000,000 soles. Owing to the 
revolution tn Peru in 1894-'95, it is explained, 
this stipulation of tthe Ancon treaty never 
was carried out; but, it is said, negotiations 
for a settlement are now In progress with 
the prospects of un entirely peaceful set- 
tlement. _ 

No treaty of peace between Bolivia and 
Chile was made untii 1895. A truce was 
arranged in 1883, which left Peru in posses- 
sion of Bolivia’s stretch of seacoast and 
two ports. Bolivia’s great object was to 
secure again an outlet to the sea; and by 
the treaty of 1895 Chile agreed to give Bo- 
livia a seaport. Inasmuch as the stretch of 
territory taken from. Bolivia, however, les 
between the provinces of Taecna and Arica 
taken from Veru, it was manifestly impos- 
sible for Chile to .surrender ar outlet 
through the old territory of Bolivia without 
completely segregating and dismembe.ing 
her own territory. 

It is this problem which has delayed the 
settlement of the whole question and raised 
issues which have produced mote or less 
feeling in each of the countries. 

The situaton was further ccmplicated 
by the contention of Bolivia that the revo- 
lutionists in Chile, at the time ef the ovcr- 
throw of Balmeceda, promised to cede the 
former Peruvian prévincés’ of Arica and 
Tacna in return for the recognition of the 
belligerents by the..Bolivian.-government. 
Any individual pledges which may have 
been to this effett,.ft is stated, have been 
practically repudiated by the Chilean gov- 
ernment. But it seems probable that the 
final ovteome will be the cession to Belivia 
of one of the ports at the northern extrem- 
ity of the territory taken from Peru In 
order that Chile may preserve the integrity 
of her territory to the south, — 

At. the Chilean legation a peaceful svlu- 
tion of the whole difficulty is anticipated 
The journey of the Chilean minister te Bo- 
I'via, Senor 8. Solinas, to Santiago, is ex- 
plained on the pr@bable theory that the 
government desfred to confer with him in 
person relative to the negotiations he is 
conducting. It is not -believed here that it 
means the withdrawal of the minister and 
the severance of diplomatic relations with 


Bolivia.

Washington, November 12.—The president 
today issued the following proclamation: 

“By the President of the United States of. 
America--A Proclamation: 

“Whereas, Satisfactory proof has been 
given me that vessels of the United States 
in ballast which proceed, to Mexico with 
the object of devoting themselves to pearl 
fishery and fishing on the Mexican coast or 
the purpose of receiving and carrying pas- 
sengers and mail or of loading cattle, wood 
or any other Mexican preduct and which 
shall go directly to ports open for general 
commerce, so that thence they may he dis- 
patched to their destination and steam ves- 
sels of the United States are exempted from 
tonnage duties in Mexican rts: 

‘Now, therefore, I, William McKinley, 
resident of the United States of America, 
or virtue of the authority vested in me by 
act of congress approved July. 14, 1897, en- 
titled ‘an act to authorize the president 
to suspend discriminating duties imposed 
on foreign vessels and commerce,’ do here-

Commissioner Crenshaw Talks. 

Commissioner Crenshaw was asked yes- 
terday what he thought of the action of 
the finance commiitee in relation to their 
bill to reduce the salaries of the rail- 
road commissioners. He repl'ed by pointing 
to the fact’that Mr. Little, in,his minority 
report, declined to agree ith the ma- 
jority report in recommending the reduc- 
tion of the salaries of the ra'lroad commis- 
sioners upon the ground that absolutely 
no investigation was made and no inquiry 
had by the committee into the duties of 
the railroad commission or the amount or 
cLaracter of work performed by them 
upon which this recommendation is based, 
and absolutely no evidence taken By or 
submitted to the committee as to the re- 
duction of the present salaries. He added: 

“Soon after the bill was introduced 1} 
made a request of the chairman of the 
finance committee and several of its mem- 
bers for an opportunity of being heard 
before that committee. I prepared a state- 
ment showing the labors of the commission 
and what they had done and are now doing, 
and what commissioners of other states 
received and many other things which I 
felt was due to the commission that the 
finance committee’ should know in order 
that the facts through the committee might 
be clearly presented to the general assem- 
bly. I was very much surprised in reading 
the paper this morning to see that the 
bill had been taken up and favorably acted 
upon. This absolutely deprived the commis- 
sion of having any hearing before the Bla- 
lock committce or the finance committee 
either. 

“The salaries of the railroad commis- 
stoners of Georgia are. fixed at $2,500 by 
the act organizing it. Since that time the 
duties of the commission have been = en- 
larged considerably by making it their 
duty to regulate express and telegraph 
companies, and adding many other duties 
to these required by the original act. The 
mileage of railroads in the state of Geor- 
gia when the commission was created was 
25385 miles, and is at this time 5,374 miles, 
which has increased the dutles and re- 
sponsibilities of the commission in the 
sume proportion that the mileage has been 
increased. It ‘s hard to understand why 
the salaries should be reduced in the face 
of the fact that the duties and responsibili- 
ties have been doubled, unless it can be 
shown that the commission has falled to 
discharge these duties, which has: not been 
attempted to be shown. 

‘‘Alubama pays to her comm'ssioners $3,500 
to the chairman, and 33,000 to each of the 
other two members per annum. The Ala- 
bama commission exercises only advisory 
powers. The state of Georgia pays her 
commissioners $2,500 each, and is required 
to make just ard reasonable rates for all 
railroads in the state. Alabama has 3,700 
m‘jles of railroad and Georgia has 5,374, near- 
ly tw.ce as much. Georgia's commiss.on has 


‘always stood since its organization at the 


very front of all the commissions in the 
United States and does now. Its decisions 
are quoted as the highest authority of any 
commission in the government. Many com- 
m‘ssions of other states have adopted the 
rules of the Georgia commission.” 


THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Insurance Tax Bill and Constitutional 
Convention Kept Members Busy. 
‘The bill of Mr. Mvore, of Carroll, to tax 
life insurance policies at their surrender 
value was the occasion for a lively contro- 
versy in the house. ‘The bill was reported 
favorably yesierday but on motion of Mr. 
Knowles, of Fulton. it was sent back to 
the committee. This. aroused the ire of 
the member from Carroll. Directly after 
the readirg of the journal, Mr. Moore 
arose and demanded that the house recon- 
sider its action of yesterday in recommit- 
ting his bili. Mr. Moore said that it was 
positively unfair to treat him in such a 
manner. He thought the. house had mis- 
treated him by sending back his bill on the 
motion of a man who was not tho author 
of the bill. He claimed that the committee 
had unanimously reported his tell. On this 
point there was a very decided difference of 
opinion between Mr. Moore and Spealcr 
Jenkins. Speaker Jenkins told Mr. Moore 
jmproper to tell what trana- 
room. 
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committee was not particularly partial to 
the idea of a constitutional convention. 
Convention Not Popular. 

“They are not wedded to the convention, 
idea under any plan,”’ said Mr. Boynton, 
“but if a constitutional convention is to be 
held, we think the substitute should pass, 
as it simplifies the matter and saves an 
appropriation of money. The original bill 
provides for an appropriation of $50,000 to 
pay the expenses. The substitute provides 
no money for expenses, but the delegates 
can get all the honor they want out of 
their election.”’ r 

Could Vote Themselves Pay. 

Mr. Rudicil, of Chattooga, asked Mr, 
Boynton if the constitutional convention 
would not be tn a sovereign capacity, with 
the authority to vote themselves per diem 
and mileage. Mr. Boynton replied that such 
was the case and that the last convention 
had voted themselves compensation. 

Mr. Branch, of Columbia; opposed both 
the original bill and the »supstitute. He 
said he d'd not belleve a convention should 
b> held: that if one was called it shou'd 
not be ealled according to the provisions 
of the substitute. He thought there shou}d 
be a larger representation then that pro- 
posed by the substitute. Ile said that 3560 
delegates would be about right, but that 
they should be paid if they came here. Mr. 
Branch was much worried because the con- 
vention was to be held in July. He asked 
how many farmers could leave their crops 
at that time, and then he suggested the 
alarming possibility of 110 of the rich and 
elite men of the state being selected to 
amend the constitution, while the poor 
farmers were following the furrows. 

Mr. Branch said that heretofore the legis- 
lature had found no difficulty in amend- 
ing the constitution by passing the amend- 
atory act and then submitting it to the 
people. 

No Populist Representation. 

Mr. Branch made an appeal to the popu- 
list members by citing the evJ results that 
might follow the passage of the substitute 
which provides for the appointment of ten 
delegates from each congressional! district. 
He said: 

“T have been standing on the floor of this 
house for several years in a minority pos‘- 
tion. There are about thirty populists in this 
house, but not one in the halls of congress. 
If the delegates are selected on the basis 
of ten from each congressional district. 
then the populists w'll not have one bit of 
representation.”’ 

Mr. Nevin in Defense. 

Mr. Nevin, of Floyd, the author of the 
convention bill, made a speech in defense 
of the constitutional convention idea. He 
denied what Mr. Branch had said. He said 
that he presumed the delegates. woutd be 
honorable men at least and he did not be- 
lieve they would come here and then delib- 
erately ignore the recommendations of the 
leg'slature in regard to pay. He did not be 
lieve that the delegates would vote them- 
selves compensation. He said: 

“The gentleman from Columbia suggests 
that the convention would be held to open 
the tre:sury. He intimates that ihe treasurv 
would be opened for no good purpose. I do 
not believe the delegates will do what Mr. 
Branch suggests. I introduced this bill at 
the suggestion of some of the most eminent 
lawyers ‘n the state, The convention i 
needed. There are before the house now 
large numbers of bills to amend the con 
stitution, and I think the simplest way to 
dispose of these bills is to hold the conven- 
tion and amend the constitution and settle 
the matter all at one time.” 

Mr. Nevin then offered the following 
amendments, one to appropriate $8,000 to de- 
fray the expenses of the convention, and 
another to allow tre delegates $3 per day and 
ectual mileage, and to limit the convention 
to 15 days. Mr. Nev:n spoke on his amend- 
ments and said that he did not believe it 
was right to ask the delegates “to come 
here without pay. 

He had estimated the cost of the conven- 
tion and at the largest estimate the con- 
vention could remain in session for fifteen 
days at a cost of $7,400, or just about the 
cost of running the legislature for five 
days. Mr. Nevin said the delegates of the 
convention would not dare to expend more 
money than was by the legts-

Populists Disagree. 

Mr. Hawes, the populist member from 
, rose in rebellion against Branch, 
the populist leader. Mr. Hawes made a stir- 
ting speech. He said: 

“I do not agree with the gentleman from 
Columbia when he says there is no need 
for, a new constitution. There may bo a 
great need for a convention, and if there is 
I do agfee with the gentleman from Fioyd, 
when he says the delegates should be paid. 
I further agree'with him that the question 
should be discussed from a standpoint of 
fairness. I wish to say that the third 
provision of the substitute is vicious, I do 
not know. the author of the substitute, but 
I do sdy that it is vicious. It is improper 
and wrong that ten men should be elected 
from each congressional d'strict. In some 
districts there are ten counties and in others 
more, I do say that every county should be 
represented. If we are to have a new con- 
stitution it should come fresh from the 
people of Georgia. 

“It should not be a one-sided affair. I am 
not in favor of the farmers dom‘nating that 
convention. I am not in favor of the pro- 
fessional men dominating that convention; 
all classes and professions should be repre- 
sented. Mr. Nevin says he will agree to 
vouch for the men from his congressional 
d‘strict. He must be a big man in his dis- 
trict to take so much on his shoulders. This 
amendment providing for delegates by con- 
gressional districts is unfair. I do not be- 
lieve I am addressing a house of partisans. 
I do not believe that they regard partisan 
politics. I say it is impossible to get a fair 
representation by the plan proposed in the 
third provision of the substitute.” 

Mr. Nevin asked Mr. Hawes what sugges- 
tion he would make to better secure a fair 
répresentation. Mr..Hawes said that the on- 
ly way to get a fair representation fresh 
from the people was to have a delegate 
from each county wth possibly a delegate 
at large from each congressional district. 
He said that the constitution of Georgia 
was her mest sacred interest and that a 
representation froin the people was the 
only way to preserve that interest. 

Mr. Bond, of Madison, another populist, 
made a speech on the bill. He objected to 
the part of the substitute which provided 
for the men serving without compensation, 
Mr. Bond was opposed to a new constitu- 
tion, because he said there would be ob- 
jections to the new constitution just as 
there ‘s to the present and tho result would 
be that the members of the general assem- 
bly would come back next year with bills 
to amend the constitution. He agreed with 
Mr. Hawes that the plan of representation 
proposed by the substitute was unfair. He 
said that if the delegates had to serve wit))- 
out pay the poorer classes would be shut 
out entirely and the rich men would be 
the only ones who could afford to come 
here. 

Previous Question Called. 

Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, secured the 
floor and called the previous question. His 
motion was adopted. Before the discussion 
on the bill Mr. Dickerson, of Clinch, of- 
fered an amendment providing that the rep- 
resentation in the convention shall be the 
Same as is the present representation in 
the legislature.

Hal Lewis and Hoke Smith Make the 
Concluding Arguments—A Cele- 
bration at Capitol Follows 
the Announcement of 

the Decision. 


Shortly after ll o’clock last night a scure 
of weaty-cyed men walked out of the 
chamber of the house of representatives in 
the state capitol and anncunce’d to the 
waiting crcwd in the corridors that the 
lorng-pending dispute over the location of 
the courthouse of DeKalb county nad been 
decided in favor of Stone Mountain. Im- 
mediately afterwards the waiting crowd 
broke {ito wild hurrahs, and distributed 
itself in noisy sections all over the city. 
Up to midnight—at which hour all good 
newspap<rs go to press—the chorus of the 
Stone Mountain enthusiasts was still echo- 
ing through the streets. They felt that 
their fight had been won and they did not 
hesitate to impress their sentiments upon 
a disinterested municipality, 

As a matter of fact, the only excuse for 
thelr robust enthusiasm was the action of 
the committee on county and county af- 
fairs of the house. which, after two long 
sessions, adjourned late at night with an 
almost unanimous vote in their favor. It 
was the members of this committee who 
loosened the cheers of the waiting crowd 
in the capitol, and it is not at all improb- 
able that they will. as a body, ask for 
leave of absence today. If any legislative 
committee ever deserved such indulgence 
it is this one. 

Fight Over Signatures. 

The members met at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon and for three hours were en- 
tangled in the same old argument about the 
authenticity of the signatures to the con- 
fiicting petitions. The Decatur people in- 
troduced one witness and a large number of 
affidavits to prove ‘that many of the hames 
signed to the original petition praying for 
an election. -vere fictitious. They also pro- 
duced an affidavit from Adolph Binder, the 
remarkable youth who has sworn to every 
phase of fraud on either side up to date, 
which declared that he had not properly 
understood his affidavit introduced by the 
Stone Mountain attorneys. The Decatur 
citizens who had employed Binder testified 
that they did not know his true character 
when he was entrusted with their petition, 
and witnesses were called to prove that 
he had been peddling documents on both 
sides. 

Cc. H. McKinney, a school teacher at De- 
catur, said that he was secretary anc 
treasurer of the local committee interested 


—"* 


He said that there 
were many matters before the legislature 
which -absolutly demanded a convention. 
He said that when the legislature passed 
amendatory acts and then submitted to the 
people, the voters. never inquired into the 
acts, but frequently tore off the ratifying 
clause. Mr. Wright asked how many peo- 
ple who bought coats twenty years ago 
were wearing them now.- He argued that 
the constitution had grown out of fashion 
just like the coats. He showed that fhe 
conditions had changed since the present 
convention was framed. He read from the 
constitution the provision which says that 
al! conventions shall have a representation 
based on the population. Mr. Wright was 
in favor of providing compensation. 

“If we have a convention, let’s pay fer 
it.”’ said Mr. Wright. 

Mr. Dickersorn§s amendment to have the 
representation in the convention the same 
as that in the legislature was adopted by 
a vote of ayes 66. nays 41. 

Mr. Nevin's amendments, providing for 
an appropristion of $8,000 and for a per 
diem of 33. were lost. 

The substitute offered by the committee 
on constitutional amendments was vated 
upon and overwhelmingly lost. 

The original bill was put on its passage. 


|The Louse resolved.itself into a committée 


of the whole to consider the bill. Consider- 
ation had already. begun when Mr. Blalock. 
of Fayette, made the point of order that 
the voting down of the substitute on the 
report of the committee killed the original 
bill. The speaker sustained this point and 
the constitutional convention bill was pro. 
nounced thoroughly dead. 
The Liquor Bill. 

Immediately following the death of the 
constitutional convention bill the house be- 
gan the consideration of a bill to amend 
the constitution. 

The bill was by Mr. Hill, of Troup.. Tt 
provides for the prohibition of any agent 
of a whisky firm going into a dry county 
where local option hus prohibited whisky, 
and taking orders for whisky. The bill is 
the same as was agitated last year and 
defeated. There is now a law prohibiting 
agents from soliciting orders from dry 
counties, but none to prevent the taking of 
unsolicited orders. | 

Mr. Hill spoke for his proposed law and 
said that the very purpose of local option 
was defeated by the taking of orders in- 
prohibition counties. Mr. McLaughlin, of 
Meriwether, asked Mr. Hill what a man 
could do if he was snake bitten and couldn't 
give an order for whisky. Mr. Hill said 
that a man could write to a whisky firm for 
whisky. | , 

Speaker Jenkins Speaks. | 

Speaker Jenkins yielded the chair to Mr.’ 
Awtry, of Cobb, and went on the floor to 
make the first speech he has made during 
this session. Mr. Jenkins said: 

' “Mr. Speaker and gentlemen, this is the 
first time I have the house with 
a speech, but the measure fis one that 


appeals to me so strongly that I must say |

counter attack upon the Decatur petition, 
and said that it contained the names of 
women, children and dead men. 

Hoke Smith Speaks. 

When Mr. Rountree concluded there was 
some little dispute as to the amount of 
time to be used by the attorneys in clos- 
ing their argument, and the committee vot- 
ed to give each side one hour. Mr. Hoke 
Smith arose to close for Decatur and he 
began his address by complimenting the 
legislature for the care it showed in the 
consideration of such matters. HEle-eaid he 
felt, as did his brothers on the other s«:de, 
that the will of the peuple ought to govern 
such matters, and he contended tbat the 
people’s will was not upon the s‘de of Stone 
Mountain, He did not believe that the 
people of DeKalb knew what they were 
voting about when they sent the courthouse 
to Stone Mountain, and the burden of 
his argument was in favor of another elec. 
tion, 

In arguing the fairress of this point Mr. 
Smith introduced ana favored the passage 
of the following set of resolutions: 


“Whereas, An effort has peen made to 
hulk! an eiection in DeKaib county upon the 
subject ot moving the county site from 
Decatur to Stone Mountain; and, 

Whereas, The original petition filed with 
the ordinary recited the desire of petition- 
ers that an election shovld be held, but did 
not recite, as required by law, the desire 
of petitioners that the cvunty site should 
be removed to Stone ‘Mountain; and, 

Whereas, It is doubtful whether said pe- 
tition had the signatures of two-fifths of 
the poll tax payers of said county, as 
shown by the last digest made by the tax 
receiver preceding the signing of said peti- 
t.cn: and, 

“Whereas, The ordinary failed to adver- 
tise thé said election in pursuance to the 
registration act of 1894, which required that 
the advertisement shall begin fifty days be- 
fore the election is held; and, 

Whereas, A large number of voters fall- 
ed to vote at said election, because they 
were advised and believed that a failure 
to vote was equivalent to voting against 
removal; therefore,. be it 

“Resolved, by the general assembly of 
Georgia, That no legal election having been 
held in DeKalb county upon the subject of 
the removal of the courthouse to Stone 
Mountain, the question of removal is re- 
mitted to the people of DeKalb county for 
such action in pursuance to law as they 
may desire.” 


The Question of Law. 

Mr. Smith contended that the matter of 
law had been ignored from the very begin- 
ning of the county site fight. He said that 
the main question at issue was whether 
or not the people of DeKalb knew what 
they were voting on when the election day 
came round. Hoe said that the original pe- 
tition had been improperly drawn, in that 
it named a new county site without sug- 
gesting a change from the old. He 
thought this was the strungest point at 
issue, and he quoted from many law re- 
ports to sustain his position. When he had 
got through he had piled up enough law 
books in front of Chairman Dodson to 
start a new state library. 

Mr. Smith was given careful attention by 
his large audience, and as soon as he sat 
down Mr. C. M. Candler, of Decatur, took 
his place. “Mr. Candler made only vue 
point during his long speech, and that was 
that Decatur ought to be the county site 
of DeKalb county, because it was near 
Atlanta. His speech was a very good one, 
and he was shrewd enough te weave into 
his dry statistical and geographical re- 
marks enough of political gossip to make 
it palatable. But he had not half finished 
it when the time limit on the Decatur side 
was up, and he very ‘gracefully abandoned 
his position and handed his manuscript 
over to the committee with the request 
that they read over the rest of his speech 
in executive committee. 


Hal Lewis Heard From. 

The concluding argument of the Stone 
Mountain contingent was assigned to Hal 
Lewis, and there was some applause from 
the galleries as that good-looking son of 
north Georgia arose to reply to Mr. Smith. 
He said that he did not feel that he ought 
to make a very long speech—and he didn’t. 
He very briefly and very effectively replied 
to the suggestion that the courthouse ought 
to stay at Decatur because Decatur was 
close to Atlanta. He advanced the opinion 
that if DeKalb county wanted to be a sub- 
urb of Fulton county it would be very well 
for the county site to stay at Decatur, but 
that if DeKalb ever wanted an individual- 
ity of its own it should assert its inde- 
pendence in the beginning. He expressed 
the belfef that Stone Mountain would one 
day be a big city if the legislature would 
let it. 

In a free and easy way Mr. Lewis at- 
tacked Mr. Smith's reference to the tech- 
nical law affecting the election, and said 


was phrased it meant a change and a re- 
moval of the county site. He spoke of the 
fact that Mr. Candler had explained the 
lack of votes for Decatur on the grounds 
that a severe snowstorm had existed on 
election day, and said that if the inclem- 
ency of the weather was to be an excuse 
for ordering new electidns, no member 
of the present legislature was safe.

DEFENDANT FILES LENGTHY ANSWER 


Attorneys Claim Concern Is Perfectly 
Solvent—Plaintiffs Ask for More

‘Time, but Are Refused—Big 
Victory for the Asso- 
ciation. 


There will be no receiver for the Southern 
Home Building and Loan Association. 

Judge Pardee, of the court of appeals, 
who granted the restraining order Novem- 
ber 10th, refused to appoint a receiver yes- 
terday. 

The restraining order has also been dis- 
solved. The building and loan association 
may transact business as before. The 
showing the defendants’ attorney* made 
yesterday convinced the court there was 
not sufficient ground for a receivership. 
There was no proof that the cumpany is 
insolvent. On the other hand, the company 
presented affidavits showing they were not 
only perfectly solvent, but had a large sum 
in the treasury. The Southern Home Build- 
ing and Loan Association count the deci- 
sion a great victory. 

The plaintiff's attorneys failed signally to 
prove the company was insolvent. Their 
main charge was mismanagement. This, 
Judge Pardee ruled, was no grounds for 
receiyership, but for injunction, If the pros- 
ecution had@ brought forth sufficient evi- 
dence ghowing that the association is in- 
solvent, the result might have been differ- 
ent. Another ground for the ruling was 
that there were no judgments involved in 
this case against the company. 

Jdge Pardee’s order was as follows: 

“Upon considering the bill in the above 
stated case, the answer thereto, and the 
evidence offered upon the hearing of the 
application for injunction based upon said 
bl, it is considered and decreed that with- 
vut prejudice the rule to show cause grant- 
ed on November 10th, 1897, be discharged, 
and injunction and receivership prayed for 
is hereby refused. Im open court this 12th 
day of November, 1897. 

“DON A. PARDBE, Judge.” 
The Answer of the Defendant. 

When court opened yesterday morning 
Hon. Hoke Smith, one of the attorneys for 
the defendant, read the company’s answer 
to the bill of the prosecuticn. The docu- 
ment was voluminous, setting forth in a 
clear and concise manner the detailed work 
of the concern, a financial statement, and 
proved that the association is perfectly sol- 
vent. The Southern Home appears to be 
one of the strongest concerns of its kind 


in the south. 

The document avers that on the 20th day 
of September the stockholders of the asso- 
ciation held a meeting which was the larg- 
est the association has ever had, members 
being present from almost every city in 
which the company does business. A com. 
mittee composed of three gentiemen of 
high standing was appointed for the pur- 
pose of thoroughly investigating the entire 
business of the association. Their report 
was that the company was in excellent 


condition, 

The document further states that as a re- 
sult of an examination of the books to 
show what portion of the funds of the as- 
sociation has been loaned on _ stock, 
40 per cent of the stock issued by the asso- 
ciation has loans made thereon. 

Of the eight hund-ed and. thirty odd 
thousand dollars of outstanding stock on 
October 15, 1897, over $330,000 of this stock 
is a part of the security of the company 
for loans made by the company. Deducting 
$330,000 from the amount of the stock would 
leave $500,000 of outstanding stock. 
ducting $300,000 also from the assets of the 
company, would leave a little over a million 
@ollars’ worth of assets out of which to 
realize for the purpose of meeting $500,000 
of payments upon stock. 

Withdrawals Will Be Paid. 

‘"‘The stockholders are satisfied,’’ says the 
document, “with the management of their 
business. No want of confidence has 
been expressed by the stockholders thereof, 
and no multiplicity of actions on ac- 
count of the numerous withdrawals will oc- 
cur, for the reason that the members un- 
derstand that their withdrawals will be 
paid in the order in which they are filed, 
just as soon as their names are reached on 
the list. There are no judgments against 
the defendant association, and it will be 
impossible, therefore, to waste the assets 


‘ef the same by piecemeal, as charged in 


the bill. The association is neither in a 
deplorable state of insolvency, or is its 
condition hopeless; on the contrary, the as- 
sociation is absolutely solvent. That ts to 
say, it has on hand more than $460,000 worth 
of assets in excess of its liabilities. 

“It is not true that the management, in- 
cluding the offieers of said association, have 
considered and discussed the matter of vol- 
untary liquidation of the affairs of said as- 
sociation. On the contrary, no such dis- 
cussion has ever been had, it being the pur- 
pose of the association, sustained as it is 
by ninety-nine-one-hundreths of the stock- 
holders. to continue the business of the 
association in order to protect the interest 
of its shareholders. * 

“The notices of withdrawal which are 
now being filed are no greater than they 
were prior to the recent panic. The asso- 
ciation, if undisturbed, will havd paid 
off all of its withdrawing sharehoiders 
within. the next few months, and when 
this is done the profits saved to the com- 


‘pany by reason of the withdrawals will 


leave the company in an infinitely stronger 
financial condition than it has ever been 
since its organization. The percentage of 
profit now,as shown by the books of the 
company, is larger than it bas ever been 
at any period of its history.”’

He stated that if Mr. Davies 
had been a stockholder, who always have 
the right of examining the books, ~ the 
privilege would have been granted, but in 
view of the fact he was a prosecuting at- 
torney the privilege was denied. He argued 
that a delay would mean much to his 
tc 09a and insisted that the hearing pro- 
ceed. 

Without further argument Judge Pardee 
consulted with Judge Newman and rendered 
his decision. He stated that the prosecution, 
if they intended to prove the company in- 
solvent should have been ready and refus- 
ed to grant the time as well as the re- 
ceiver and injunction prayed for. 


May Resort to Mandamus. 

Judge Pardee told the plaintiffs’ attor- 
neys they might resort to a writ of man- 
damus for the inspection of the company’s 
books, but it is speculative as to whether 
they will take this course. Judge Tompkins 
Stated last night the plaintiffs’ counsel had 
not yet decided what action they may 
take in reference to the matter. .

These great modern buildings ere 
considered good risks, however, and the 
rate on them is very low.” ° 


If a great conflagration were to occur 
in a city like Chicago or New York and 
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sweep over a vast area as the Chicago fire 
did twenty-five years ago, it would ruin 
many a fire insurance company. But fire 
appliances and the equipment for fighting 
fires are so complete today that great con- 
flagrations are hardly possible. It is seldom 
that a fire destroys more than one or two 
buildings at most in the heart of the 
large Cities.

LAKEWOOD RENTAL QUESTION SETTLED 


Mr. Lumpkin’s Committee Has at- Last 
- Arranged for the Construction of 
Grant Park Driveway. 


The finance committee of the general 
council, Mr. E, C. Peters, chairman, held 
a meeting in Mayor Collier's office at noou 
yesterday to discuss several matters relat- 
ing to the city’s finances, 

The committee is arranging to transfer 
several tunds to the different departments 
so as to keep them runaing for the balance 
of the yéar. 

The sanitary department ts short of 
moréy on account of the extra expense in 
caring for the smallpox patients and in 
protecting the city from the danger of yel- 
low fever. The department will require 
about $2,500 more ani the amount will be 
eet aside by the committee. 

The street department wfil need about 
$2,500 also. Tha amount will te given the 
departnient. 

The yellow fever and smallpox epidemics 
cost the city abcut $3,000. 

Yesterday the committee agreed to set 
aside $300 for the Home for the Friendless 
to defray certain extra expenses of the 
institution. 

The firance committee held a joint meet- 
ing with the ccmmittee on public buildings 
and grounds to consider the renial of the 
Lakewood park property. The Lakewood 
Company has a contract with the city to 
pay $200 annually for ihe use of the prop- 
erty, but the company will hereafter pay 
nothing for the use of the ground except 
that it will carry an Ansurance policy of 
$4,000 in favor of the city on the city’s 
buildings and provide police protection for 
the grounds, which is a public city park. 

The committee considered several other 
matters pending before it. 

That Grant Park Driveway. 

Yesterday Mr. E. 8. Lumpkin, chairman 
of the public buildings committee, got that 
committee together, and he reported that 
all objection to the construction of the pro- 
posed Grant park driveway had been with- 
drawn ‘and that the driveway can now be 
constructed. The driveway will be made 
just outside the park and right along the 
edge. 

The committee will now confer with the 
county commissioners and attempt to se- 
cure a promise from that body to do the 
grading necessary to complete the drive- 
way. The commissioners have already sig- 
nified a willingness to do the work. 

Colonel W. T. Moyers, who was promi- 
nent in opposing the original scheme of the 


driveway, has now withdrawn objection,

WHAT OF INSURANCE FUNDS? 


DISCUSSION AS TO DISPOSITION 
OF ASYLUM INSURANCE. 


Board of Trustees and a Committee 
from the General Assembly 
Will Consult. 


What disposition is to be made of the 
$71,000 insurance mongy to be paid to the 
state for the loss Of the negro asylum 
building? 

Will the legislature authorize the erection 
of a new building by a special appropria- 
tion, or will it_imstruct the trustees to col- 
lect the insurance and use this in the new 
structure?

As it is now, the state has entire super- 
vision over the insurance on the asylum. 
The public buildings are placed in the hands 
of the adjutant general to be insured. The 
trustees have no authority in the matter of 
collecting insurance, and for this reason 
will be entirely dependent upon the state. 

President Cabanigs, of the board of trus- 
tees, will consult with Governor Atkinson 
and determine as to what course will be 
best to pursue.

There was much surprise in the senate 
yesterday when Carter arose to deny an 
interview in Which he was quoted as say- 
ing that Watson had a torpid liver and a 
jaundiced eye. This attitude of the senator 
from the fifth in the face of the cutting 
editorial in The People’s Party Paper call- 
ing to task Carter and the populist sena- 
tors for defeating the prohibition bill was 
quite a surprise. 

Mr. Carter was seen afterwards and de- 
clined to have anything to say concerning 
Mr. Watson. He {fs to all appearances still 
a disciple of the man from McDuffee in 
spite of the fact that Watson continually 
scourges him. Thase who know, however, 
declare that this is done mainly for effect 
and that under the gulse of lovalty Carter 
is secretly stabbing the old leaders. 

Since the criticism in The People’s Party 
Paper the rt between the two leaders is 
more decided than ever.

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IN DODD BUILDING 


A Dangerous Fire Is Discovered After 
Burnisg Three Floors. 


ORIGIN OF BLAZE IS NOT KNOWN 


Started in & Linen Closet and with a 
Strong Draught Spread Rapiay. 


EVERYTHING WAS GOVERES BY INSURANCE 


Damage Will Amount to About §$5,- 
C0O—etropolitan Hotel Was 
the User of the Building. 


At 6:30 o’clock last night a fire was dis- 
covered in the Metropolitan hotel, at the 
corner of Alabama and Pryor streets, and; 
before the fire department could get the 
flames out, it had eaten throwgh three 
floors and threatened the destruction of 
the entire building. 

The alarm was turned in from box 31 
and the firemen rushed down Alabama 
street. where the glare of the fire could 
already be seen. It was in the Feart of 
the city and the immense headway it had 
gained before it was discovered rade it a 
very dangerous fire. 

The bu.lding belongs to Mir. ulreen 7. 
Dodd and is used above the ground ficor as 
a hotel kept by Mrs. Li. Ausiine, ind had 
a number of lodgers at the time of the 
conflagration. The damag? will not amv unt 
to over $5,000, which is covered by insur- 
ance. A number of rooms will Lave to be 
unoccupied until they can pe repaired, 
which will be ‘mmediately. 

The origin of the bloze is not known 
by any of those wh> waie in th> hicuse or 
the firemen. It started in the line: coset 
on the second floor o*% th Julldiag, which 
is the same as she o-fice uf the hotel js on, 
and just across tha hall from it. 

One side of this closet is on a court about 
ten feet square and the flames were as 
high as the third floor before a Httle negro 
making a fire in one of the grates in an 
upper room saw them through a window. 
He gave the alarm and Mrs. Austine, who 
was at this time in the kitchen, heard her 
children ery at about the same time, and 
ran to them to find the hallway ‘filled with 
smoke and saw a glare through the tran- 
som. 

The fire had, it is thought, been burning 
for some time. The opening between the 
rooms gave a powerful draught to the 
fire, and it shot through with a great 
fiercenesgs that drove it through the roof. 
When the fire department arrived the glare 
could be seen through the roof and re- 
flected over all the center of the city. By 
quick work the hose was carricd up’to the 
top floor and also turned on the flames 
from every window leading into the opening 
through which it was raging. 

Water was poured into the roof from the 
hose In the streets. In a short time it was 
under the control of the men and they 
quickly extinguished it. 

The damage was done to the roof, which 
has a large hole in it, and to the buliding 
where the water was poured, 

Considerable of the gitock in the Dodd 
Grocery Company wag “damaged by the 
water. 

The building is owned by Mr. Dodd and 
is valued at $50,000, an@ has £35,000 insur- 
ance. The following companies issued the 
policies: Palatine, $5,000; Phoenix, $2,500; 
Scottish, $5,000; Home, $5,000; Royal, $2,500; 
Southern Mutual, $5,000; Great Western, 
$2,500; Manufacturers’, $2,500, and another

PINGREE ON MUNICIPAL GROWTH 


Michigan’s Governor Speaks at Nine- 


teenth Century Club. 

New York, November 11.—Governor Ha- 
zen S. Pingree, of Michigan, delivered an 
address tonight before the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury Club, at Sherry’s. His subject was 
“The Results of Ten Years of Municipal 
Progress.” 

There was a very large attendance at 
the meeting, Sherry’s ballroom being filled 
with men and women in evening dress. 

Herbert Welsh, of Philadelphia, had also 
been invited to talk on a similar subject. 


He spoke of reform in his native city. | 


and the abuses of ring rule there, 

President Taylor introduced the speaker 
of the evening at half-past 8 o’clock, and 
Governor Pingree at once began to deliver 
his addresa, reading from manuscript. 

Governor Pingree said, in part: 

“Business men are to blame for mis- 
government of cities. They expect men 
iney iook down upon to furnish good gov- 
ernment and to protect their lives and 
property without doing anything toward 
it themselves. ‘They grumbie at the resuiis 
of caucuses whicn they do not attend, 
and they complain of the mismanagement 
of those whom they take no part in se- 
lecting. It is the duty of every man to 
take part in the primaries, and I think 
it would be wise tv probibit every man 
from voting who took no part in the nom- 
ination,” 

Governor Pingree told of the reforms ac- 
complished in Detroit while he was mayor, 
and continued: 

“Il was elected by the most influential 
people of the city. Directly after I was 
elected I discovered that the railroads were 
paying less than their lawful taxes, I said 
so, and the railroad support was lost to 
me. I found the gas companies charging 
exorbitant rates, and I said so, thus 1ld0s- 
ing their support. I found bankers specu- 
lating with the city funds. I denounced 
them, and they said I was unsafe. I at- 
tacked the surface railroads, and they call- 
ed me an anarchist. I was four times elect- 
ed mayor. I lost a lot of old friends, but 
I was elected by a larger majority every 
time. 

‘It is something to be proud of when the 
influential classes turn their backs on me 
and the common people stand by me. I 
have come to lean on the common people. 
They are the real foundation of good gov- 
ernment. . 

“Among those who opposed reform were 
some regarded as of the highest types of 
the city. Judges, some senators and mem- 
bers of the legislature, brokers, some mer- 
chant princes, all eminently respectable, 
but in every instance their opposition 
arose from their interest in the public 
charters of monopolies. 

“The remedy is in municipal ownership. 
So long as you let persons speculate in 
the streets you must expect the people to 
be subjected to exorbitant charges. So 
long as we depend on private companies 
for light we must expect por service. 
This will not only solve municipal ques- 
tions, but will bring railroads, express 
companies, street lines, telegraph and tel- 
ephone companies and other agencies Into 
the proper subject'on. We have the ex- 
traordinary spectacle of railroads trying to 
gain admission and unable to because of 
the opposition of o4d4 lines.”’

@hite ward primary elections hereafter. 

Mr. Collier takes the position that the 
people of the several wards are better qual- 
ified to select their own representatives 
than are the voters of the.other wards, 
and he says it is unfair for the wards to 
foist upon any other ward a representative 
who is not wanted in his own ward. 

is question is coming to the front in 
the discussion of city politics and city po- 
itieal affairs. It is a growing issue and it 
can be stated with certainty that the issue 
will become a problem of importance which 
will have to,be settled by the new city 
executive committee before another pri- 
mary election {s held. 

Seventh Ward Wants Home Rulie. 


One of the mass meetings held Tuesday 
night last to elect executive committee- 
men, the seventh ward mass - meeting, 
adopted a resolution favoring the estab- 
lishment of a white primary system, and 
the representatives of that ward on the 
committee were instructed to urge the 
committee to adopt the plan. 

The fourth ward mass meeting considered 
a resolution of similar character, but it 
was voted down. It is claimed that the 
yoters did not fully understand the mean- 
ing of the scheme and that in time it will 
be made plain to them, which will resu!t 
in a change of views on the question. 

*For some time the guestion of the several 
wards having a vote in the selection of 
council representatives for al! other wards 
has been discussed and the present rule has 
been condemned by many voters. The 
home rule idea seems to be growing among 
the voters and experienced observers of 
municipal affairs say there will be a change 
on this issue. 


What Mayor Collier Says. 

In speaking of the subject yesterday, 
Mayor Collier said: 

“I believe the white ward primary rule 
should be put initio effect before another 
election is held. The people of the several 
wards shovid be allowed to select their own 
representatives in council without dicta- 
tion or interference by the voters of any 
other ward. Home rule should apply in 
this matter and I hope the new city exec- 
utive cemmittee svili give this question the 
careful consideration it deserves when the 
committee comes to take up the primary 
election question next year. 

“I think the! people of each ward can be 
trusted to nominate good representative 
men for council, and they should be allowed 
to do so without the approval or consent 
of other wards. I am at a loss to under- 
stand how the general primary system was 
ever put into effect. There are certain 
good reasons why the general election 
should be governed by this rule, but in the 
selection of nominees for each of the wards 
I cannot see why the selecting should not 
be left with the voters of the respective 
wards. The plan can be changed by the 
city executive committee and the commit- 
tee can make it possible for the people in 
each ward to have a representative in 
council who represents a majority of the 
people of the ward instead of a minority. 

“The state of Georgia is divided into 
eleven congressional districts. Each dis- 
trict selects its own representative in con- 
gress without interference or participation 
by the other ten districts. Each county 
selects its own representatives in the state 
legislature. Each state esenate district 
Selects its own genators. Why should not 
each city ward select its own representa- 
tive in council?’ 


NO FRANCHISE WAS TENDERED.

in the enjcyment of the local option priv- 
ilege. Mr. Whitaker, of Heard, was in favor 
of the bill. He said that the bill was ‘need- 
ed to strengthen the present law. 

Where the Bill Applies. 

There was some argument on an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Niles, of Macon, and 
adopted by the house, which made the bill 
apply to towns and incorporated munict- 
palities., Mr. Niles explained that his 
amendment aplied to all places where there 
was prohibition. He said that the inten- 
tion of the bill was to stop the taking of 
orders, but that it did not prevent a man 
writing for whisky. Mr. Charters, of 
Lumpkin, offered an amendment to Mr. 
Niles’s amendment, which proposed to 
make the bill apply to all dry counties, 
towns, municipalities and militia districts. 
He explained that his own county was not 
a prohfbition county by local option, but 
that some of the militia districts in the 
county had adopted prohibition. His 
amendment was adopted. 

The Bill Passed. 

The bill as amended was put on its pas- 
sage and adopted on the following vote: 
Ayes, 102; nays, 4. 

A bill, by Mr, Oakes, of “White, to amend 
the constitution’ so as to provide that all 
streams and natural drainage shall be for 
the common use of miners to carry off mill 
or mine tailings where the tailings do 
net amount to an obstruction of the 
streams, was taken up and passed. 

Another bill by Mr. Oakes, on the same 
line, was also passed. 

New Judicial Circuits. 

Mr. Dickerson, of Clinch, introduced a 
resolution providing for the appointment of 
a committee of one from each congres- 
sional district to investigate the need of 
new judic‘al circuits and to report back 
with a bill that will meet with the require- 
ment of the situation. Mr. Dickerson’s 
resolution cited that insomuch as there 
were several bills before the house to form 
new judicial circuits and that it is the 
sense of the house that no action should 
be taken until after a careful consideration. 

Mr. McLaughlin. of Meriwether, offered 
an amendment changing the resolution so 
that the committee shall be composed of 
one man from each judicial circuit instead 
of each congressional district. This 
amendment was passed. Mr. Dickerson 
-spoke for his resolution. He said the 
making of new judicial circuits was a mat- 
ter that affected the whole state in the 
matter of fhe payment of salaries of judges 
and solicitors for the new circuits. 

Mr. Whitaker, of Heard, offered an 
amendment providing that the cgm mittee 
be required to report back. by next 
Wednesday, November 17th. 

Mr. Hamby, of Rabun, offered an amend- 
ment to Mr. Whitaker’s amendment ex- 
tending the time for making the report 
until November 23d. Mr. Whitaker’s amend- 
ment was adopted as amended by Mr. 
Hamby.

THE SENATE STILL SLUMBERS. 


Yancey Carter Introduces the Only 
Enlivening Feature of the Day. 


In the senate yesterday Secretary Clifton 
crippled both lungs in the reading of house 
bills to the pages and vacant desks. Near- 
ly all the session of the upper house was 
devoted to perfunctory elocution on the 
part of Secretary Clifton,. during which 
the members inhabited the lobbies and filled 
the air with tobacco smoke. Even Senator 
Turner. whose industry in the matter of 
introducing reform bilis usually Keeps the 
senate busy, took a day off, and the result 
was one of the dryest sessions of the present 
meeting. 

Senator Carter enlivened the proceedings 
at one time by making a vigorous denial 
of the interview attributed to him in The 
Macon Telegraph, in which he was quoted 
as passing severe strictures upon the Hon.

TELEGRAPH BILLS KILLED. 


General Judiciary Committee Makes 
an Adverse Report. 

The general judiciary committee passed 
a resolution yesterday afternoon to allow 
newspaper mcn to be present at the meet- 
ings. It wes introduced by Mr. Johnson, 
of Hall, and reads as follows: 

“Resolved, That it ‘s the sense of this 
committee that newspaper representatives 
be allowed to be present at the delibera- 
tions of this committee, except during ge- 
cret sessions.’’ 

‘ihe resolution was unanimously adopted. 

Two important bills of a similar charac- 
ter engaged the attention of the commit- 
tee The bills were the well-known tele- 
graph penalty bills of Mr. Dickerson, of 
Clirch, and Mr. Larty, of Douglas. Both 
bills were almost identical in wording 
and provisions. They were considered ta- 
gether. They provide that all telegruph 
companies in the state shall, during the 
regular office hours, receive, transmit and 
deliver all messages for which payment 
has been made, and that a penalty of $100 
shall be imposed for a failure to send and 
Geliver the messages. The provisions of the 
penalty act do not impair the right ot 
the sender or recipient of a tlezram to sue 
for and recover danreges where there is 
proof of damages. 

Mr. Albert Howell, Jr., appeared before 
the committee to argue against the bills. 
He shcwed that there was at one time a 
penalty act, and, endeavored to prove that 
the law was harmful. He read the history 
of the penalty legislation and told of how 
the penalty law was repealed in 189. Mr. 
Howell produced the house and scnate jour- 
nals of the year when the act was repealed 
to show that the original law was unani- 
mously repealed. Mr. Howell urged that 
the proposed law had already been tried 
and found wanting. He read the act of 
the legislature which placed the control 
of the telegraph companies in the hands 
of the state railroad commission. He argued 
that the state had already placed enough 
restrictions upon the telegraph companies. 
He said that while the old penalty act 
was in operation the telegraph companies 


were constantly annoyed by damage suits | 


when there was really no reason for guch 
suits. 

Mr. Howell said that he thought per- 
haps the men who introduced the pending 
bills were unaware of the history of the 
law and of the fact that the railroad com- 
mission had been empowered and required 
to control the telegraph regulations. He 
read the réport of the railway commission 
showing that there had been less complain 
and trouble since the repeal of the old 
penalty act. Mr. Howell said he would be 
perfectly frank and tell the . committee 
that he appeared before them the paid 
attorney of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, and not from any sentiment 
or sympathy for the small towns that suffer 
greatly from the penalty act. He said that 
it would certainly be wrong to compe!) 
the telegraph. companies to pay $ilw for 
every delay in the transmission or delivery 
of a telegram. He said that since the re- 
peal of the penalty act there had not been 
five suits against the Wertern Union. 

Mr. Mumford, a populist k gislator from 
Taylor county, arose by consent and spoke 
in Opposition to the position takeu by Mr.

1 board’s offices. 

President R. C. Hoffman, Vice President 
E. St. John, Judge Lelgh R. Watts, of 
Portsmouth, and General R. F. Hoke, of 
Raleigh, N. C., were among the visitors. 

General Hoke submitted a report on the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern showing 
that the company’s last year was the best 
it has ever had. ' 

The Seaboard Air-Line Belt 
showed a handsome surplus 


Company 
of earnings. 
This property is a good investment. It is 
the line extending from Howell’s, on the 
Western and Atlantic, around Atlanta on 
the north side, connecting with the Geor- 
gia, Carolina and Northern near Decatur. 

The meetings were short. Nothing but 
routine business was transacted. There 
was’ no injunction, no protest or friction of 
any kind, such as has marked the previous 
mectings of the lines in the Seaboard sys- 
tem. This is explained by the fact that the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern stock is 
owned by the Seaboard and Roanoke and 
the Raleigh and Gaston. None of the 
stock is owned outright by individuals and 
when any of itis transferred for the ‘pur- 
pose of qualifying directors or officers it 
is on the condition that it shall be trans- 
ferred back to the parent companies when- 
ever a success6ér is elected. 

The officers and board of the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern are: 

President, R. F. Hoke, Raleigh: vice 
president, E. St. John, Portsmouth; direc- 
tors, R. C. Hoffman, Baltimore; John 
Oliver, Atlanta: Dan A. Dougherty, At- 
lanta; W. R. Tucker, Raleigh; W. J.

Mr. Hoffman was elected president of 
the Belt Line Company and Mr. St. John 
vice president. The directors are: J. L. 
Minis, Baltimore; R. F. Hoke, Raleigh: L. 
R. Watts, Portsmouth; Thomas A. Gram- 
ling, Atlanta; John A. Smith, Atlanta: 
Oscar Pappenheimer, Atlanta; D. Wood- 
ward, Atlanta. 

Mr. Hoffman is president of the present 
companies and is thus in control of the 
whole Seaboard Air-Line system. Mr. J. 
M. Sherwood, the Seaboard’s auditor, was 
secretary of the meetings. 

Both Mr. Hoffman and Mr. St. John spoke 
of the present situation as being serene in 
railway circles and said they saw no signs 
of any serious demoralization. They talked 
as if they were at peace with all the world. 
Mr. Hoffman said he regretted the tow 
price of cotton and thought it was unwar- 
ranted by ‘the crop or the visible supply. 
Still he could suggest no way of remedying 
the conditions. The lower end of the Sea- 
board system, which is the newest part of 
it, is growing in business at a gratifying 
rate, he stated. 

The cut-off which was projected a few 
months ago from Henderson up through 
Petersburg to Riciimondtis standing still,”’ 
said the president. “We have nothing to 
do with the building” of that proposed 
road,’’ said Mr. Spencer, ‘‘but, of course, we 
would be very glad to see it built. It is 
not, however, and never was a Seaboard 
enterprise. My information is that the 
project is not being pushed at present.’’ 

Vice President St. John stated that the 
system is in good physical condition. A 
great deal of work was put in on the 
roadbed during the summer and now on the 
opening of the winter season the road is in 
fine shape for traffic and for withstanding 
bad weather. Being the active head of the 
traffic aS well as the operations, the vice 
president was gratified at the financial 
showing made. He remarked that the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern is coming 
to the front rapidly as an earner and he 
said that the Seaboard is now the strong 
line between Atlanta and the east’ on 
freight in point of time and genera] char- 
acter of service. 

All the party were laughing over the ob- 
jection raised in the Raleigh and Gaston 
meeting the day before by (Mr. Hutchinson, 
of New York. ‘‘Mr. Hutchinson went down 
to Raleigh as the proxy of Mr. Henry Ora- 
ford,’’ said Judge Watts, the general counsel 
for the company. “Mr. Crawford bought 
elevén shares of the stock about two weeks 
ago. We were looking for him down, but 
he sent a representative. Out of 15,000 
shares about 13,000 were resent. I never 
saw so many stockholders present,’’ said 
the counsel. Mr. Hutchinson, representing 
Mr. Crawford, objected to Mr. Hoffman 
and other gentlemen whose names were on 
the ticket for directors voting in the elec- 
tion. He Made the point that they were 
‘personal and were not entitled to a vote. 

This was a new proposition to the meet- 
ing, but *°fr. Hutchinson received only ten 
additional votes to sustain him. These 
were shares owned by Mr. Thomas F. 
Ryan, of New York. Mr. Ryan had sent 
nis proxy to Mr. John H. Winder, formerly 
general manager of the Seaboard. 

The ticket was elected by a vote of about 
13,000 to 21. 

The meetings yesterday were over at 12 
o'clock and half an hour later the official 
party left on a special train for Ports- 
mouth.

HAS MANY FRIENDS 


Bill For This Department at the Tech 
To Be Pushed, 


IT HAS. BEEN INTRODUCED 


Strong Arguments Brought To Bear 
in Its Favor. 


MACHIAERY WiLL ALL BE DONATED 


Trustee Parrott Will Give $1,000 to 
the Department When the Bill 
: Becomes a Law. 


The bill which has been presented to the 
legislature providing for an appropriation 
for the purpose of establishing a textile 
department at the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology, has been considerably talked of 
and there seems to be a strong sentiment 
in favor of its passage. 

Strong arguments are being brought tv 
bear by those interested in the bill, and 
the friends of the measure are working 
with a will and @mpect their efforts to be 
rewarded with a favorable action on the 
part of the house. 

It is understood that private Ictters from 


| textile manufacturers in New England 


state that the necessary machinery for the 
equipment of the department will be do- 
nated by them as goon as a Dill is passed 
appropriating a certain amount for the es- 
tablishment of a textile department at the 
Tech. . 

This donation, it ig understood, does not 
hold good unless the department is estab- 
tished, and the manufacturers will take no 
active steps until the department is a cer- 
tainty. | 

It is argued in favor of this bill that a 
textile school will be the first of the kind 
ever established in the southern states and 
will fill a want that has been felt by the 
south for many years, Those interested in 
the matter say this is bound to eome some 
day and that now is the proper time for 
it. The argument, they say, is not that 
the tate is too poor to make the appro- 
priation but that it is not poor enough to 
refuse it. 

The bill has a large number of friends 
and they say it will do more for the ad- 
vancéement of cotton manufacturing in the 
south than anything else projected. It will 
educate the young men in this line of bus- 
iness, they say, and will induce capitalists 
to put their money in mills in the south. 
They hold that the home of the cotton ‘s 
the place where it should be manu- 
factured on account of the saving of 
freights and for this reason the state 
should by no means fail to make the appro- 
priation asked for. 

It is understood that Mr. George Parrott, 
one of the trustees of the Technological 
echool, will make the textile department a 
present of $1,000 as soon as it is established. 
The appropriation asked for, together with 
the donations, it is understood, manu actur- 
ers will make, and with the present of Mr, 
Parrott, it is believed will be sufficicnt for 
a first-class textile department. 

Another argumert in favor of the bill is 
that with the increase in the number of 
mills, which it would certainly cause, 
would come an inerease in the price of 
cotton. This would benefit the entire south 
and should’ not be ‘overlooked. say the 
friends of the bill. 

A great many @éther strong arguments 
are being used in’ favor of the bill, and 
those interested in ‘it are very hopeful of its 
passage. .
